THIS Song possesses great merit in tlie composition, which, 
seems very good for the age it has been wrote in. It b^ai:? every . 
mark of being the work of the sixteenth century, owing to the 
reigniTig' dhimefas of spectres ancl wizards^ an' Icelandic and Da-

ntsh f6ib!e ; but 'the Stile is pretty open, and free from that turgid ' 
stiffness accoflipanying a great many of the ancient songs. ICvery 
stanza' cleartv^ points out the ideas and superstitions of the Scottish 
{ieasantB in that sera. But let us descend and examine with scru* 
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pulout attention ^e present .age, and ve will be surprised to 
find that butterfly chace still pursued^ and the same Ibolish 
notions not yet eiploded, being deep rooted in thrir Iniads* 
How rn^st oor souk be harrowed on entering the bouse of 
the rosUc, or mechanic^ and hear the AiJsoaie stuff then^ nar* 
rated, and that too credited by men who make a practice of read* 
ing, \vhich, alas ! is but a shallow theory when the practice of 
reason is laid aside. Would that these mean despicable Daaisb 
and Norwegian tales of ghosts and apparitions werer ever banished 
from the minds of the hardy sons of Caledonia, to the Hindoo or 
Arabian deserts, where superstition has her throne and temple : 
alas! tlie consequences are fatai, for at the recital the juvenile 
bosom expands and is elated with sensation, and listens with avidity 
to the tale which, when finished, fixes a root of timidity in the 
mind which soon grows and makes them quite efleminate. 

The Song commences with the Baron's safe return from the 
war, and the scene represented is the liour when all the' supposed 
lerial world perform their rounds : 

When s^nt graves give up their dead. 
To haunt the faithless swain* 

And the picture of night is painted with all its horrors ; all 
darkness, and neither moon no^ stars ^ed their benignant rayl to 
dissipate the gloom. But the BaroDi undaunted, dad in his m^P- 
titd accoutrements, pursues his w^, and this occupies the first 
and second stanza* 

The next two stanzas descend to give a description of the talis- 
manic charm that lay hid in every part of his dness and armour, 
from the spur on the heel, tathe three sable plumes that fluttered 
firom his helmet ; and this talisman was a donation from some of 
the Hecatian Priests iu the seboel of magici wheic he had hng

. There are many variations of this ballad which are.sung by old 
persons, b]iit they all have the same tendency. " ^ 

A somewhat different account of this affray, which this ballad 
commemorates, is given by the descendants of In verey, who are 
naturally willing to believe that the seeds of those virtues which 
they themselves possess,' however obscured by the habits and. 
xnanners of the times, ' did exist in the character of their ancestor^ 
They say, that some pattle and ponies belon^ng to Farquharson 
had straved down into Brackley's ground, N^here they were found ; 
andlnverey with his followers coming to relieve them" an alterca- 
tion ensued, which was follo'wec) by a sudden discharge of fire arms 
on both sides, by which Gordon and three of his followers fell- 
I^iverey was outlawed,' but was afterwards permitted to return. ^ , 
Some fragments of the ruins of Brackley Castle stiB remain ; 
^n^ some persons will point out the gate through which be rode 
out. and a hollow wav between two little knol]s, where the. Far- 

quharsoris fell upon hwn. "...

))endants of Inverey, to recover the 6nes due by them fpf having 
fished salmon in the river Dee during the prohibited season. In* 
Verey is said to have demanded from Gordon the restitution of the 
horsieSy as not being the property of the real ofi^nders, \Hiom he 
oiiered to produce and deliver up. Finally, he offered to refer the 
matter to mutual friends. But, according to the statement, Gor- 
don not only rejected their pacific overtures, but with his cousin, 
Alexander Gordon of Abergeldy, began the affray, and killed two 
of Inverey's followers ; upon which the Farquharsons, in their 
own defence, sl^w John Gordon of Brackley hitnself^ bis brother 
William^ and James Gordon of Cults* • * •

The antiquity of the action, and a love A>r ray native coun« 
try, has made me insert this song in the coilecfion, and not for 
any love for the verse, whieh is miserable, stiff, and uneven ,; 
but this has perhaps been from the translation, which, as a wit 
eoce said, eywy thing suffers greatly by translation but a clergy- 
man. 

It appears to be sung, or rather said, in an unpleasant draw-* 
ling measure, which' calls to mind the precious translations and 
T^rse on the Psakns by Messrs. Stern hold and Hopkins, which 
was the cause of much risibility. They run on pretty nearly 
like this son^, with the same aukward words of *' for ever aud 
ay,*' or, *' for ever and a day," and the ungrammatical words 
forced in, such as, '* for to meet and hear what he did mean.*' 
For to and did are not used conjointly in Eo^sh poetry, but 
separately, as occasion requires ; but did is hardly ever used in 
poetry, unless in old poetry, as it is become 'obsobtc in the 
Poetical Dictiobarv. 

Songs of War and Love are the most used in Caledonia, and 
pftener the first, as they have been handed down from age to 
9ge from the days of Ossian, as it was custon^ry for every 
.Chieftain to keep in his family a bard or poet who sung to his 
harp the feats of war, and an eulogium on some of the family 
who had fallen in battle^ arid this fired Uie breasts of the voun^r 
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h^ni^rs'to ivalk in tl]&*steps 6f honoor and dread no danger; 
aAd as w^ ^is comindn in Scotland dtrring die «rhole of life 
feudal period, >^e wiB not be Biirpriledto 'set ^b tnMnj vMtig^ in 
Catedonia. 

In Britain where the hills andl fertile plains 
Like her toikome pagie» are overspread 
With vestiges of war— the shepherd boy 
Cliinba the green hillock to survey his flock^ 
There 'sweetly sleeps upon his favorite hill; 
Not conscious that his bed's a warrior's. tomb! 

The first stanza begins with the Castle of Dunideet, a ifr^« 
fnent of a vitrified fortification on a beautiful hill in the parish 
of Insch, which, h^s been a great subject of controversy among 
the writers of Scottish history. This Castle was the seat o€ 
Gregory tlie Great, Maormor of Garrioch, who died there it& 
the year 892, and was buried at Iona« Cordiner is of opinioti 
that Dunideer is coeval with the Abbey of Deer» and that it ift 
much latter than the time of Gregory, and be makes this oljseN 
vation, that the architecture of both had been pretty similaK 
The Abbey of De^r was built in the earlier part of the IStb 
century, but their similarity of style can have little or no weighty 
for unfortunately the circumstance alone of its being vitri'Bed 
makes a most essential and distinctive difl^rence between the tW6 
buildings, and we can easily fix the Castle of Dunideer in the 
9th century, as the vitrified architecture ended in the year 
1070. But the reason of this notion was there l)elng ftH 
Abbey at both places, the one the Abbey b( Dei^r, and the 
other of Dunideer, or Hill of Deer, and that the Abbots had 
fixed on this beautiful ground to erect tbis Abl.ey, and trotn 
this it received the name of Dunidce)*, Virhich Meti isafooliah

notioni foreign to the subject, as the Abbies werQ not connect* 
«1> nor held by one Abbot. 
The song begins thus,:

Bennachie, mentioned in the first stanza, is a noted mountain 
10 the Garrioch, parish of Logie Durno, now three parishes 
united, and called Chapel of Garrioch. This mountain is 2000 
feet above the level of the sea, and has several remarkablo 
monuments of antiquity on the summit and at the foot, some of 
which I shall take notice of. 

On the summit is a strong fortiBcation erected by the Picts ; 
^d here Andrew Leslie, fifth Baron of Balquhain, had his re- 
treat in the ytpr 1419: at the foot is a remarkable stone, call* 
ed Leslie's Cross, on which are many hieroglyphics. This hill 
is often made mention of in song, as in that fabulous song call* 
ed John of Benpqchiei and in that song called the Bonny Lass 
Q Bennochie. 

The second stanza leads us to the field of battle called Har-> \ 
' law, 19 miles from Aberdeen, and I mean to p;iv^a brief ac- 
^ouB^ of the caus^ of th^t contest, which caused so much 
bloodshed. 

This affair oomraenced through the commotiois occasioned by 
the violence pf Hobert Quke pf Albany, Regent of the king- 
dom, who deprived Donald of the Isles of the Earldom of Ros^, 
although his right, he being the next heir. 
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On the death or Ro1)ert III. or Jolm^ tlie first Lorn son of 
Robert Stuart II. who married Lady Elizabeth Moir, daugTr- 
ter to the Right Hon. Adam Moir of Abercorn, by whom he 
had Jobn» and Robert who was made Di^e of Albany. John 
at his coronation, Sunday, March ^4> 1S90, assumed the 
name ^ of Robert III. He married Annabella Drun/imond. 
daughter to James Drommond, Earl of Perth, and ChanceUbr • 
of Scotland. Annabella was crowned, Monday, March 25/ 
in the same y^r with her husband. 

Buchanan, with his usual asperity and malice ^o royaliry. 
broaches an untruth, by* calling the mother of Robert IIL 
Lady Moir, a concubine to the King, whereas she was his lawful 
Queen, which malicious report contradicts his history. On the' 
death of Robert, James bis son was unjustly and cruelly detained a 
prisoner in England, by his Majesty Henry IV» which violated 
ihc truce which had been made between the two iingdoais. 
iCobert Duke of Albany, wbo had virtually been Regent dbr» 
ing the life of his father Robert, now grasped the hdm, and 
ruled Scotland with an uncontrolled sway, and his title and right 
to the Regency was acknowledged by some of the Nobility wbo 
were the greatest sycophants of the age. Under these para* 
sites Robert reigned, although the Nobility at that period lived 
on their own domains more Hke independent Sovereigns, than 
as subjects under regal government. The English used ever^r 
means policy could invent to Weakeu Scotland, and therefore 
encouraged disaffection among the nobility* Donald of the 
Isles again sought his right, which was again denied. Henry 
of England entered into a firm alliance witli Donald, a persoa 
who at any time but faintly acknowledged his subjection to the 
Crown of Scotland, on being denied his right to the Earldom cif 
Ross, fled to the court of Henry, who openljr espouse4 hia. 
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c^uie. ^Mqyed up with th^ (I^tteriff of that mooarchi Danold 
returned to Scotland, where, finding every application vain, h# 
takes the field with 1000 brave highlanders, marches into Ross- 
shire,' and seized the lands in dispute. The vassals on the pro- 
perty ami many others joined his standard, so that be collected j 
a body of 10>000 soldiers, with which he mavched through the 
lands of Murray and Stralbboggie to the Garriooh, ^ ravaging as 
he went, and now he buoyed up his soldiers with the promise 
of a rich booty in the plunder of Aberdeen* His real rooti?o 
for penetrating south $o far is not well known, but it seems 
probable, he had some farther object in view than plunder, and 
that he had been prompted by the intrigues of Henry to aspire 
to the Crown. But whatever ware his motives, his views were 
all frustrated by the bravery of the peopfe of the Counties of 
Kincardine and Angus, and the citizens of Aberdeen. 

The progress pf Donald alarmed the Regent, who sent a 
commission to Alexander Stuart, Earl of Mar, to levy forces 
and ojppose him. The Earl of Mar hastily collected almost the 
whole of the men of power l^tweaa the rivers Tay and Spey, 
cpnsiating of the Lyons, Ogilvies, Maulef » Carnegies, I^ind- 
say^i Erskioes^Fotherioghams, Leslies, Forbeses, Erasers, Irvities, 
Alen^ieses, Gordons, Burnettis, Abercrombies, Baanermans^ 
Leith^y Dugujds, Mowats, Barclay s> &c. lyith their vafl^als, 
including Robert Davidson, Provost of Aberdeen, with many 
of the bcave Qitfzens, so* that tl^ey formed a bojdy of QOOO rank 
and file. Supported by these brave knighta and their foUowers, 
the Earl of Mar was choqan th/eir General.; they mar<;lied to 
Harlaw, where Donald l^y encamped, July £4» 1^11. 

Here we must pause for a short spac^, and view the adverse 
parties in tbartial array , a^d shudder at the idea of so man/ 
hr^xe me^ ready to rush o^ioa^nt d^atb^ and (urgther tiiirsting

A desparate battle now ^ensued. The combatants fought 
fiercely arm to arm and the issue was uncertain ; but the dark* 
ness of the night put an end to the contest. ' The Earl of Mar 
claimed the victory, as he remained on the field* Donald lost 
900" of his army, and all his baggage, and standard which was 
taken by Provost Davidson^ The chiefs of the Clans Mcintosh 
and McLean were killed, and were carrted to the chur<;h-yard 
of Klnkell, and there buried. Header, cast a retrospective 
view on the fMd, and see the number of mortals wallowing 
some in blo^d, ethers had sent their sentieut sparks to wander 
'^ unknown regions, and spears and hebnets lying promiscuous^ 
ly on the ground* Solders, "with the grasp of death, holding. 
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In their bands pieces of bfokeD armouri a sight shocking t» 
behold. 

Hark ! heard ye not yon footstep dread.

Such is the description of the field oi war—but to return ta 
the narrative. Don^ , finding bknself suntmnded in a hostile 
country, he retreated first to RossHshire^ and then to the Isles. 
The shattered state of StaartV army precluded all pursuit, and 
they had to regret the loss of many of the best and bravest meq ; 
indeed, so great was the slaughter of that day, that the noblest 
families in Kincardine, Angus, Buchan, Mar, and the Gar* 
rioch, were nearly cut oft, Leslie of Balquhain and six of his. 
sops fell, leaving only one son, and that a minor, to uphoU the 
name. Ogilvie, SherifP of Angus, with his son and heir ; 
Scrimegor, High Constable of Dundee, whose body was carri«> 
ed to the church-yard of KinkeU, and there interred ; and over 
his grave was placed a flat stone, on which his efiigy was rudely 
cut, with this motto round the edgis^^** Here lies an experience 
ed and valiant Armour-bearer.'* Tbb stone was removed a 
few years bypast by a neighbonrkig farmer for part of his house^ 
as were also the efiig^es of the valiant Thomas de Longueville 
and his aid-de*camp, which were tfaiowB out of the cbiirch of 
Bourty^ and there (hey Jit farpkeo* 
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•hme of DrMm ^ell 9t nhe U^I^ i$[ 1^9/^9^ ; Mafik of P^. 
mure ; Abernethv of Salton ; Straiton of Laurleston j ao^ 
Robert Davidson, Provost of Aberdeen. All these were hon- 
ourably numbered with the dead, but theii^ names are enrolled 
in the pages of history. 

Provost Davidson was carried to Aberdeen, and buried with 
great honour in the floor of the church of 8t. Nicholas. la 
the year 1742, when the West Church was rebuilding, his 
grave was distinctly seen. 

In a folio history of Scotland, published in 1749, there is 
this fabulous account, that Donald wa^ victorious, and remained 
on the iield.

Tttis excellent song of this renowned Freebooter is preserved 
in the memory of many old persons, who sing it ^/jrith great 
pleasure, vrhich has a wonderful efl^ct to make It pass ofFand 
jseem more smooth. 

, I had the first copy from Miss Harper, Kildmmmy ; hut 
fearing imperfections, I made application, and by chance got 
another copy from the Rev. R. Scott, Glenbucket. These I 
blended together and formed a very good copy, but I have takea 
the liberty of altering the order of some of the stanzas ; and in 
particular, taking out the ninth ancjl making It the eleventh, and 
changing some of the wbrds to make it more* agreeable. 

Stanza second, verses second and fourth — His arms for to 
carry-— I have made— His arms and suit to carry. That lady 
for to marry — And force her then to roarry« This I think 
somewhat harsh and grilling, but in my opinion it is more soft 
than the former. I will not here enumerate all the alterations^ 
the reader will soon discover them himself. The soug is not 
very ancient, the scene being in the beginning of the eighteenth 
century. 

Kbbert Campbell, alias Rob Roy Macgregor, was a native 
of Aberfoyle^ where he carried on a life of cattle dealer, or> in 
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Other wordsy carrying them ofiPby forod> by which the country 
was much annoyed, so that Government issued a prockmattoo, 
that Robert Campbell, aSa$ Rob ^oy Macgcegor, was a rebel 
and a robber, and that £1000 should be paid to any person 
who should apprehend him and bring him to public justice. 
Dazzled with the reward, many were eager to seize on his per- 
son, but all dreaded his power. A certain great man in the 
North of Scotland allured him to his house, telling him he only 
wanted to know something of the late rebellion^ for which in« 
formation he promised him the K^ing's free pardon. 

Won by repeated flatteries, Rob {toy left the Clachan of 
Aberfoyle, and came to the Duke's seat, when a mesisage was 
sent up ,that Roy was arrived : on which the Duke ran and em- 
braced him, protesting at the same time he knew not how to 
express his joy at the sight of so brave a gentleman. 

The complimentary ceremony being over, the Duke now 
began to be very inquisitive about persons concerned in the late 
insurrections, which Macgregor was unwilling to answer. The 
Duke told hip, that if he expected a pardon he must make a 
fiill discovery. If your Grace (says he) had let me know as 
much by your messctngers, it would have saved me the labour 
of coming so far. I never intended, replied tl^e Duke, giving 
you this trouble for no purpose, and as ye are not in a humouj^ 
to satisfy me at present^ your mind may alte^ in »a few daysy 
and I think it not improper to detain yoju. 

What, am I then betrayed ? says the daring Highlandman. 
- Js it possible, that a ^person of your quality shoykl have so 
mercenary a soul as to forfeit his faith^ his honour, and bia 
word, and all for a pitiful reward ? Peace, cried his Graoe> 
and gave a knock at the garden doyr, which being immediatel/ 
pjpened^ a body of guards rushed in* 
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Rob Roy, in a violent passion, drew his sword, and would 
hare plunged it into the Duke for his perfidy ; but calling in rea- 
son to his aid, and weighing the consequences, he quietly sub* 
mitted himself to be borne to prison* 

By a Constant supply of liquor to the guards, he won their 
favo'ur, which was easier obtained, by the Duke ordering him to 
be attended as a gentleman^ not as a common prisoner* Con- 
lident in making his escape, he bribed a servant to be ready 
next morning with a horse, in a neighbouring wood* 

The night was spent in drinking, and wheu morning ap- 
peared, Rob told his guards he had one favour to beg of them. 
They were eager to know what that was, and told him, they 
ahould think themselves the veriest dogb in nature, to deny any 
thing to a gentleman who had been so generous. He thanked 
them for their civility, and added, that he had reason to be 
Heve his great strength and preservation of his health was chiefly 
owing to a practice of bathing every morning, and he hoped 
they woukl not deny him the liberty of continuing a custom he 
hh6 been used to from his infancy, and especially since the 
omission might produce fatal consequences to him. 

They without the least hesitation complied, and he went to 
bathe ; but turning into the wood, mounted the horse, made 
his escape, and fled to his former fastnesses, where he remained 
until he died. 

When Rob Roy was on his death-bed, a gentleman whom 
be had reason to believe was an enemy came to see him. Oq 
being requested to admit the visitor to his bedside, he said, no 
enemy shall see Rob Roy in the posture of defeat. Raise mc 
Dp, put on my clothes^ and buckle on my arms, then admit him. 
He was obeyed— 'the guest was received with cold civility by 
the dying man— and in a short time departed* Now, said 
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Mapgregor» help me to bed, and callki the. piper. The piper 
appeared, Rob shook hands with him, and desired him to play 
Cha tuUe mi tut leadhp and not to ceade, whrle he^coiUiDued txy 
breathe. He sooo expiredi wkh the voioe of war pealing 
around him. 

This celebrated character died at the farm of laverloohangbeg, 
among the Braes of Balquhiddar, in thejear 174«0. Hifrbody 
was buried in the parish churph-yard, and no other, monument 
marks his grave, but .a plain simple stone, on whi4h some 
kindred spirit iias carved a sword^ the appropriate einbl^m of 
the ma&. 

His son, Rob Roy, fonowe4 the footsteps of his father ti» 
valour and magnanimity. But the only thing that made liitt 
remarkable in song was, the stealing a young heiress and marry* 
ing her. 

Ooe time Rob was on his depredatory round, when he drove 
o^Ta great many cattle from the parish of Kippen, where h» 
belield Jane Kay, daughter to the proprietor^ ■ - Kay, £«q» 
Blackhills. After driving home his plunder, he returned to 
Kippen with a chosen band to steal her, which he aceomplishedv 
and carried her home .and married her-^ut she oaiy lived tw<x 
years, and then died of the small poz«

This small fragment cannot be found complete, but yet, from 
ihese few stanzas being presented to the public, the whole may 
yet be recovered* This Song originated from a feudal contest 
between tlie Clan Chattan «nd the Gordons of Strathbogie, ia 
1590. So inveterate we^eibe Clan Chattan, that, afterpeaea 
had been esul^hed, tliey refused vassalage to Strathbogie, 
which again blew up the coak. Strathbogie vowed revenge on 
the Clans, aod.hisftireats wene dreaded, and the Clan assemb* 
led to ooQSttU how to .act on this occasion* It was agreed, nfnim 
can* that an ambassador should be sent to 'Strathhogtt to tneat 
of peace, and William Macintosh, their Phylarchie, waa dis* 
patched with letters. • 

Strathbogie was at Edinburgh when William Macintosh ar* 
rived, and he told his message to the Countess Henrietta 
jStuart, daughter to Esme Stuart, Duke of Lennmc, wliich 
when she had heard, she turned with a frown and told Willianft 
Macintosh, that Strathbogie had m^e a vow never to be re« 
xonciled, until the head of *#!« Chief of the Clfui Chattan was 
Bxed on the Castlegate* 
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
